Agreeably to the notice fent from the 
Lords to the Commons on Tuefday, that their 
Lordfliips would proceed further in the trial 
of Lord Vifcount Melville this day, that 
Hon. Houf", attended by their Speaker, 
were in the High Court of Parliament, 
Wtilminiler-Hall, this morning exai\ly at 
ten o’clock. 
In confequence, however, of a 
difcuflion which previuuily took place in the 
Houfe of Peers, it was not till half after
